According to newspaper announcements, the B. F, Goodrich 
Rubber Co., General Tire & Rubber Co., and Mason Tire & Rubber Co., 
have made a cut in the price of tires. This is understood from 
reliable sources to be 20% on cord and 10% on fabric, and, with 
some compaines, a straight cut of 20% on everything. We under- 
stand that the U. 8. Rubber Co., and the Lee Tire & Rubber Cc., 
will make similar reductions. 


According to all the information that can be secured 
today, Goodyear and Firestone are maintaining the old prices. 


While unquestionably material and labor costs, stabilizing 
economic conditions, and the demands of the public have contributed 
+o the cavse for this reduction, witingly or unwitingly, a result 
will be to bring the dealer’s selling price within reasonable 
relation to department store offerings and "gyp" dealers' prices, 
also enabling standard high grade tires to meet the competition 
of “gyp” dealers, 


The announcement of The Goodrich, stimulated tire sales 
among Chicago dealers to a marked ‘degree, Saturday. 


This cut unquestionably favors legitimate dealers because 
department stores and "gyp" dealers are said to have bought large 
stocks of tires at prices from which they can get no rebate, while 
it is understood legitimate dealers will get rebate on stocks on 
hand purchased since the first of the year.

I hope 
that you will keep up the good work of passing along information like 
this and wake the whole industry up to the fact that we are in a legit- 
imate business and not in a game; that principles that apply to legit- 
imate business should be observed in the tire business, so that the 


tire business in all it's aspects can be considered legitimate, and 


it is not legitimate for tire dealers to refuse shipments--to refuse _ 
to pay for goods bought on specified terms because some one reduces a 
price and even refuses to pay for the goods which have actually been 
sold by the dealer, until the Seiele ia dar okt meets the reduction made 
by some one else. 

It igs high time that we wake up and have the nerve to run 
our own business, and make the other fellows, to whom we sell goods, 
carry out his end of the deal, the same as we have had to carry out our 
own ‘end of the deals we made 4 year and a half ago.

Pneumatic Tires Less Than Carloads in Wire Bound Bundles, 
First class rating has beeen established on pneumatic tires, 
less than carloads, in wire bundles to and between points in the 
South instead of one and one-half times first class rates. 


Crude Rubber:-—Shipments of crude rubber to points in the 
South have been rated third class in any quantity. This rating 
has been changed to second class less carload and fourth class 
in carloads, 


The Executive Committee of the Rubber Association of America 
recommended to members that a service charge based upon a percentage 
of the invoice cost of the returned goods plus the return freight 
charges be applied to the buyer returning merchandise. Responses 
indicate substantially unanimous approval of the practice which is 
already in effect with many manufacturers. 


The Southwark Foundry & Machine Company, advise of a rather 
interesting Press they have just shipped for curing rubber hose, which 
has a capacity to cure 500'0" of standard garden hose at one opera- 
tion and with an arrangement of duplicate molds has an output of 
practically 1500'0" per hour.

He stated that 
his Company had reduced seconds to two-tenths of one per cent by using their 
new air bag. The danger of heavy splices expanding more at the splice has been 
overcome in the uniform expansion given by their bag, He said that they have 
succeeded in getting perfect bead compression and they have a perfect bead on 
the clincher type; they get an average of 40 to 45 cures and their high mark 
is 73 cures, and he declared that they had accomplished the three main 
abjects of an air bag, namely, to reduce the cost per tire, to reduce seconds 
and to produce a perfect tire.

The estimated arrivals of 28,000 tons of plantation rubber 
during April, which was mentioned in bulletin #169, fell short 
more than 10,000 tons, 


The few replies received to bulletin #174 indicate that 
those manufacturers of this Association are consuming from 25 to 
40 per cent more rubber than during the previous month, 


Two manufacturers stated in this office last Tuesday that 
they had doubled their output, What these few gentlemen, who have 
reported, are doing is sufficient +o indicate that considerable 
more plantation rubber is being used now than has been used for 
several months, and if such condition really exists, it is signifi- 
cant that it makes no apparent impression on the quoted prices 
for plantation rubber and suggests that warehouse accumulations 
are not rapidly decreasing. 


Reports from Amsterdam and London do not encovrage thea belief 
that rubber will be a very dear commodity for sometime to come, As 
usual very little accurate information is coming from the Singapore 
district. 9 


The lack of authoritative statistics as to plantation output 
is as noticeable now as formerly. According to the reports, some 
plantations have stopped tapping entirely, but it is feared that 
most planters, whether big or little, are sending all the rubber 
to Singapore and other ports that the godowns will hold. 


With an enormous arborous reservoir of latex, and a greedy 
disposition to market it, there is slight comfort in the hope that 
American production can soon take care of all that is coagulated. 


It is reasonably safe to hazard the opinion that the rubber 
Supply from American owned plantations approximates the requirements 
of their owner-manufecturers nearer than formerly, and that their 
necessary withdrawal to that extent from the open market many affect 


values.

We have always favored the selling of tires without any mileage guar- 
antee, selling same strictly upon their merit. 

We have always opposed the unnecessary expenditure of money in adver- 
tising, especially as pertaining to a great deal of the advertising that 
has been done in the past, which was an absolute waste of money as the 
advertising was not based upon facts. 

As to wildcat promotions, we have a letter in the files which was 
written by the writer in December 1919 to one of the principal tire manu- 
facturers, outlining what we considered would be an over production of tirss 
in six weeks and ovr reason for writing the letter was mentioned to stop 
the wildcat promotions of tire factories which seemed to be running 
rampant at that time, advertising and showing what certain tire 

factory stock was worth originally and what it was worth at that time. 

We have always opposed the rebating to dealers or distributors and 

have never resorted to rebates, We believe that tires should be sold 
with a legitimate profit, the same as any other commodity and the dealer 
should be his own judge and jury as to whether he is over buying, which 
would curtail to a great extent the necessity of rebating. 

We are heartily in favor of an exchange information bureau. 

We have expressed ourselves very forcibly in the past regarding the 
connection with the Dealers’ Association and are opposed to same. 
Regarding the joint meeting of your Committee with a similar Committee 
of the Rubber Association of America and other associations of allied in- 
dustries, we believe this is a very good move and should be encouraged in 
every respect and no business today should be in such a condition that they 
will not co-operate and learn all they can from other allied industries. 


If our expressions have been of any benefit to you, we are very glad 
have had the opportunity.

COMMERCE REPORTS. May 14, 1921 
The Rubber Situation in Singapore, Straits Settlements, March, 1921 


No reliable figures can be obtained as to the acreage in rubber in British 
Malaysia, but it has been unofficially roughly estimated that there are 
1,250,000 acres planted, The world’s visible supply of rubber as of February 1 
was: 75,000 tons in America, 56,000 tons in the United Kingdom, 80,000 tons 
in the Middle East (Ceylon, Federated Malay Straits Settlements, and Nether-~ 
lands East Indies), 14,000 tons on the Continent of Europe and afloat, making 
a total of 225,000 Anas The production of rubber in 1920 (incuding 315,000 
tons of Br navans on) amounted tc 360,000 tons, while only 200,000 tons were 
consumed, The selling price of No.l quality rubber is now (uinon! 1921) 38 
cents per pound, which gives an average of not more than 34 cents per 
pound for all grades. It is doubtful if any estate on the whole peninsula 
can, on restricted outputs now in force, produce at or below that figure, 

In October ,1918, the rubber commission collected returns from 193 estates, 
and even ae that time, and on a full output, only 28 estates were repru- 
ducing below this cost, and costs of production generally have increased 
Since then. The commission made the following analysis of estates according 
to cost of production on a full output: 1 estate, under 25 cents per pound}

COMMITTEE MEETING ON REVISION OF TIRE SPECIFICATIONS 
The Bureau of Standards issues the following: 


On April 8, a mecting was held at the Bureau for the purpose of 
discussing Government tire specifications. The Motor Transport Corps, 
as a very large user of automobile tires, is particularly interested 
in this problem, and they assisted by sending announcement of the meet- 
ing to various tire manufacturers. Representatives of the different 
companies were particularly requested to be present and in addition, 
the Government was represented as follows: War, Navy, Treasury, Agricul- 
ture, Interior, Commerce, and Post Office Department, the Panama Canal, 
Shipping Board Compensation Commission, and the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia, 


At the meeting, ways and means for revising Government tire speci- 
fications with the view to adopting better standards were discussed. 
Specifications for tires which the Bureau prepared were submitted to the 
committees for discussion and the various members suggested such changes 
as seemed desirable. The committsce decided to send a copy cf the speci- 
fications, together with these recommended changes, to the Rubber Assoc- 
iation of America, for their consideration and possible further revision, 
The specifications and the resulting.changes are then to be returned to 
the Bureau of Standards when a second meeting will be called for further 
consideration of the problem, When completed, these specifications for 
tires will be available to the various branches of the Government, to 
municipalities, and to private coroorations who buy tires in quantity.

+ is learned through Commercial Attache Arnold that there is a tendency 
on the part of motor car and tire dealers in China to standardize on American 
sizes of tires, and practically every motor-car dealer is instructing his 
manufacturer t9 equip his cars with American sizes. At present European 
sizes, known as "millimeter clinchers” of every size, are in use as well as 
all sizes of American tires, commonly known as “inch clinchers"" and "inch 
straight-sides," in both fabric and cord types.

He predicted the 
greatest business the world has ever known after industry has passed through 
the present valley of depression, He quoted Charles Schwab as saying that 
now is @ most extraordinary time for a young man, as from now on there will 
be an upward climb and a great future is before the American manufacturing 
industry. His talk bordered on economics, and he stated the different views 
expressed by manufacturers, newspaper men and the college professors. The 
manufacturer is optimistic because he has something to sell,- the newspaper 
writer is optimistic but cautious becuusé’ he must not convey a wrong im- 
pression, but college professors deal in the blunt truth, atid they, he said, 
State the industrial situation exactly as it is. Following Mr. Roy’s talk on 
"Economics" Mr. Thos. Follen discussed the question of Foreign Exchange.

The Oe aot ane ae and injustice of Rule No,34 applies to 
shipments of Tires forwarded by Rubber Tire Manufacturers in Offi- 
cial, Southern and Western Classification Territories, and is prima 
facie, 


| No doubt when you take up ‘this matter for amending of Rule 
No,34 as applying to tire shipments, the question will be asked as 
to why Shipper does not load the tires in the car and then forward 
same, letting the Less Carload Commodities move in the regular way. 
The answer is that when a customer places an order with manufac- 
turer, he wants to receive his entire order at one time, It is a 
fact that Carload Freight makes better time than Less Carload 
Freight, It displeases a customer to receive part of his order and 
then, after the expiration of a week or month, have the balance of 
his order come straggling along part short, Another fact not to be 
overlooked is that by permitting Shipper to load the Less Carload 
Freight with the Carload of tires saves Carriers time, trouble and 
expense of handling the Less Carload Freight loaded, which would 
have to be done if it moved. in the regular way, and in this connec- 
tion there is less Liability ‘of Loss and Damage to the Less. Carload

Mr. Whitehead states that with the price of Raw Material advancing it 
would be impossible for manufacturers to produce tires at a much lower price 
than they are at the present time. 


Guarantees on price decline are given by manufacturers on invoices 
dating not later than May 15th., 1922.

Of course, the carded peeler has not the strength of the 
combed fabrics, but it answers the purposes required today. Prices is getting 
to be a prime consideration, and it will not be long before tire companies 
will deviate from the present plan of guaranteeing long mileage.

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REPORT OF DECEMBER 13TH MEETING,

After luncheon had been served a number of members present ex- 
pressed the belief that while the expected amount of tires had not 
been sold as yet for Spring dating, business after the first of the 
year will show an improvement, and in all probability tire prices 
will show an advance by Spring.

especially fabrics, He told of the few instances where the cheaper 
fabrics were giving splendid service. But the general opinion was 
that tire manufacturers must look to the future and must sacrifice 
profits at this time rather than quality. 


Mr, G. W, Brown of The Consulting Co., Cincinnati Ohio declared that 
the elimination of mileage guarantees was the best step the industry 
has ever taken and that obviated the great amount of misrepresenta- 
tion which the industry has suffered at the hands of unreliable 


dealers. 


Mr. Brown who was also the principal speaker gave a very interest- 
ing general talk on the rubber situation. At the conclusion of his 
speech he was given a rising vote of thanks.
